rotatablv mounted forward of said collar; 

a s i do hand l o mountod to said s i do hand l o mounting aroa; and 

a chuck mounted forward of said sido hand l o mount i ng aroa cylindrical 

cap member . 

2. (Original) The tool according to claim 1, wherein rotation of said collar 
varies a torque setting of the tool. 

3. (Currently Amended) The tool according to claim 1 , wher ei n said further 
comprising a handle i nc l udos including an annular mounting portion for securing said 
handle to said s i d e handl e mounting ar e a cylindrical cap member .

5. (Currently Amended) The tool according to claim [[4]] 3, wherein said 
handle is adjustably rotatable about said cap. 

6. (Currently Amended) A c i do handlo arrangomont for a power tool 
comprising: 

a gear case cover with a rear portion, a middle portion, and a front portion; 
a collar rotatably mounted over said middle portion of said gear case 

cover; 

a cap member mounted on said front portion of said gear case cover 
forward of said collar; 

a spindle extending from said front portion of said gear case cover and 
extending through a forward end of said cap member; 

a side handle mounted to an outer surface of said cap momber forward of 
said co ll ar; and 

a chuck mounted to said spindle forward of said cap member. 

7. (Currently Amended) The power sid e hand le arrangement for a tool 
according to claim 6, wherein said rear portion of said gear case cover is adapted to bo 
mounted to a drill housing. 

8. (Currently Amended) The power s id e hand le arrang e m e nt for a tool 
according to claim 6, wherein said cap member is secured to said gear case cover by 
screws. 
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9. (Currently Amended) The power c i do hand l o arrangomont for a tool 
according to claim 6, wherein rotation of said colla r i c adaptod to vary varies a torque 
setting of the power tool by rotat i on of said collar . 

1 0. (Currently Amended) A drill driver comprising: 
a housing; 

a gear case cover with a rear portion, a middle portion, and a front portion, 
the rear portion mounted to said housing; 

a torque adjustment collar rotatably mounted around said middle portion of 
said gear case cover; 

a spindle extending from said front portion of said gear case cover; 

an annular a cap member mounted on said front portion of said gear case 
cover, said spindle extending through a forward end of said annular cap member; 

a chuck mounted to said spindl o; and 

a s i do handlo mountod to said cap mombor forward of sa i d rotary co ll ar . 

11. (Currently Amended) The drill driver according to claim 10, where i n sa i d 
further comprising a side handle i nc l udos including an annular mounting portion for 
connecting said side handle to an outer surface of said cap member. 

12. (Original) The drill driver according to claim 10, wherein said torque 
adjustment collar is rotatable to control a torque setting of the drill driver. 
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13. (Original) The drill driver according to claim 11, wherein said annular 
mounting portion allows said side handle to be rotated 360° around said outer surface of 
said cap member. 

14. (Original) The drill driver according to claim 10, wherein said cap member 
is secured to said gear case cover by screws.
